Rick was ecstatic and, like 
any other high school senior, 
began dreaming of the many 
Opportunities that would come 
his way during his college years 
at Southern illinois University at 


le. 

Rick’s jubilation, however, 
was short-lived. After dropping 
off his date late that cold Febru- 
ary night, Rick was involved in 
@ one-car accident that left him 
with a severe brain injury. 

Rick’s mother, Kay Hymel, 
retold the events of that night. 

“Thank ody ane. said, ‘for the 
oung man who stopped to he! 

Rtter seeing Rick’s ‘abandoned 
car and only one of his tennis 

lying in the road. At first 
he couldn’t find Rick. The acci- 
dent’s impact,” she explained, 

“sent Ri more than, 100 feet 
from the car.” 

Paramedics were summoned 
to the scene and took Rick to 
4lton- Memorial Hospital, where 
his mother met him. Following 
emergency “room treatment, 

ick was airlifted by helicopter 
to St. Louis University Hospital. 

“For the first five weeks,” 
said Kay, ‘‘Rick was in a coma 
and it wasn’t certain whether he 
would even live." She compares 
those weeks with being on a roll- 
er coaster. ‘‘There were so 
many emotions,”’ said Kay. “I 
went faithfully to monitor prog- 
ress and authorize procedures.”"” 

Physicians and nurses 
referred to Rick’s injury as a 
traumatic brain injury, which 
Kay admits she knew little 
about. “I spent hours studying 
nursing books that applied to 
Rick’s case, so that I would be 
able to ask educated questions 
about his condition.” 

In late April, Solomon was 
transferred to SSM Rehabilita- 
tion Institute, a 60-bed compre- 
hensive medical rehab facility 
located at St. Mary Health Cen- 
ter, Richmond Heights. There, 
he was involved in extensive 
therapy treatments. 

Solomon’s injury affected the 


right side of his

Was surgically placed 

through his right thigh to stabi- 

lize his crushed femur and help 
the bone to heal correctly. 

“Rick had no movement in his 
right leg at all,” said Shelly 
Meyer, physical therapist, 
“when I first started working 
with him. My priority in treat- 
ment was to do exercises. with 
Rick that would strengthen this 

“Ieg> With additional movement 
in the leg, Rick will become 
more independent with activities, 
such as his transfers.”* 

Shelly noted that while initial- 
ly it took two to three therapists 
to help Rick with transfers, 
today he is able to transfer him- 
self from his wheelchair with 
only standby assistance of one 
therapist. 

Laura Hinkle, occupational 
therapist, spoke of his exception- 
al motivation. ‘‘Rick has prog- 
ressed tremendously with his 
self-care — from total depen- 
dence to being virtually indepen- 
dent.”” He has worked diligently 
on a totally new way to perform 
dressing, bathing and grooming, 
and currently practices perfect- 
ly.” 

Rick even took on an addition- 
al {herapy Session independently 
at the end of the day in order to 
strengthen his left arm. ‘This is 
essential to compensate for the 
weakness in his right arm for 
bathroom transfers,” said Lau- 
ra. ‘‘The more times that Rick 
works with weights, the faster 
the arm will be strenghtened.”’ 

Rick took part in the Life 
Skills program at SSM Rehab 
which meant that he was respon- 
sible for taking care of his per- 
sonal needs (within reason), for 
taking his medication, and for 
keeping his therapy: appoint- 
ments. i 

When Teri_Diekmann, speech 
patholigst, first saw Rick in 
therapy, he was only able to 
acknowledge certain kinds of 
stimulus through groans. By late 
June, Solomon was resonding 
verbally. 

“We made use of visi-pitch (a 
computer which graphically dis- 
plays voice tone on the monitor) 
to give Rick an idea of how loud 
he needed to talk in order to be 
heard and understood. In this 
way Rick could see for himself 
what kind, of progress he was 
making in this area.”

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PACs heavily backed 
successful efforts 
of re-election bids

WASHINGTON.— Backing the 
lawmakers they have come to 
know, litical action commit- 
tees (PACs) gave incumbent 
c ‘essmen_more than _ $100 

illion but gave their challeng- 
ers just $13.2 million, according 
to a new study by Common 
Cause. 

PACs also gave open-seat can- 
didates $12 million, putting their 
total spending for.the 1987-88 
election cycle at $125.2 million, 
said Common Cause, a Washing- 
ton public interest lobby. 

The House leader in PAC 
receipts was Rep. Robert H. 
Michel, the Peoria Republican 
and House minority leader who 
won 55 percent of the vote in the 
18th Illinois District on Nov. 8. 

The Senate’s top PAC recipi- 
ent was Democratic vice presi- 
dential nominee Sen. Lloyd Ben- 
tsen, Texas, who raised - $2.4 
million. Under Texas law, Ben- 
tsen was allowed to run for Sen- 
ate re-election while seeking the 
second highest office in the 
Bentsen won a fourth Senate 
term while his party’s national 
ticket was losing 40 of the 50 
states. 

The PACs’ lopsided support 
for sitting members of Congress 

id off, as only six House and 
our Senate incumbents went 
down to defeat on Election Day. 
Just 27 House and-six Senate 
seats were open this year. 

A hefty 98 percent of House 
incumbents were re-elected, 88 
percent of them receiving more 
than 60 percent of the vote. 

“The PAC-rigged system for 
financing congressional elections 
is creating a challenger-proof 
House of Representatives,’’ Com- 
mon Cause President Fred 
Wertheimer said in a prepared 
statement 

“When House incumbents 
can’t lose, regardless of perfor- 
mance, and House challengers 
can’t win, yegardless of talent, 
then we don’t have real elections 
and we don’t have representa- 
tive government,”’ he said. 

Common Cause supports limits 
on PAC funding an mpaign 
spending, and would like there to 
be publicly-financed House and 
Senate ‘races. 


“The ‘people’s body’ estab- 
lished by our Founding Fathers 
is starting to look like England’s 
life-tenured House of Lords,” 
Wertheimer saic. ‘‘We must 


restore competition and account- 

ability to our pol Il system by 

fundamentally ee the 

way our congressional cam- 
are financed.” 

-Although a few House races 
and the Florida Senate contest 
ertr not yet-officially decided, 
the Democrats were? likely con- 
trol the House by 262 seats to.173 
and the Senate by 55 seats to 45, 
giving the Democrats -their’ 35th 
consecutive _year..in control of 
the House. Democrats regained 
control of the Senate in 1987. 

Other campaign spendin 
trends show that PACs, whic! 
are limited to giving a lidate 
no more than $5,000 in each pri- 
mary election and. general. elec- 
tion, ve more to Democratic 
candidates for the House and 
Senate than to Republican candi- 
dates by a wide margin. 

According to Common Cause 
figures taken from. Federal Elec- 
tion Commission filings .by the 
candidates, PACs gave Demo- 
crats $77.8 million and. Republi- 
cans $47.5 million. ~ 

The House had 328 incumbent- 
challenger races, and in 323: of 
them the incumbents raised 
more money overall; in 313 the 
incumbents raised more from 
PACs; in 319 the incumbents out- 
spent their challengers; and in 
318 the incumbents had more 
cash-on-hand as of Oct, 19, the 
filing deadline, the study said, 

In 27 contested Senate races, 
26 incumbents out-raised their 
challengers, 26 raised more from 
PACs n their challengers did, 
26 outspent their challengers, 
and 24 had more cash-on-hand.
